Im the action 
the plaintiffs claimed a declaration that 


the end and object of Erasmus feis in 
roviding pro and creating and endow- 
há reg, Ae elie administered by the 
plaintiffs was to promote the Protestant faith 
according to the Scriptures, and to provide 
for the education, advancement and _ assist- 
ance of Protestants, and that the plaintiffs 
are bound to hold and administer the pro- 
perty vested in or transferred to them or 
their predecessors as governors of the schools 
founded by Erasmus Smith m such manner 
as to give full effect to and carry out such 
end and object. They sought a declaration 
that upon the true meaning and construction 
of the several instruments declaring and 
regulating the trusts upon which they hold 
and administer the property vested in or 
transferred to them or their predecessors as 
overnors of the schools founded by Erasmus 
Smith; and, in order to effectuate and carry 
out the intentions of Erasmus Smith in the 
creation of the charitable trusts, they are 


bound to ensure that the teaching ot and 
instruction in Protestant doctrine is an 
essential element in the education provided 
in the schools maintained and assisted by 
them with and out of the proceeds of such 


property. 
POOR TENANTS’ CHILDREN. 


The Attorney-General, in his defence, 
weaded that the . paramount object of 

rasmus Smith in providing the property and 
endewing the trusts was the uplifting and 
disciplining by means of education of the 
poor children of the tenants and inhabitants 
on his lands. 

A number of Roman Catholic “special de- 
fendants,’" as representing the parents of a 
class for whose benefit, they submitted, the 
trust was established, stated that Erasmus 
Smith promoted the trusts with the para- 
mount object of endowing a free educational 
foundation for the children of tenants and 
inhabitants of his Irish estate and of other 
poor persons and imposed no religious tests, 
and they counterclaimed a declaration that 
the. trusts are charitable, and that the para- 
mount object of the trusts is educational, and 
not. religious. 

The Rev, James Moody and two others, 
representatives of the Presbyterian congrega- 
tion in Dundalk, who were also “ special 
defendants,’ submitted that the endowment

Jellett said that Dr. Ussher published his 


Catechism some time in the forties. That 
Catechism was little known at the date of 
the Assembly of Divines. It would be found 
in the evidence, however, that Dr. Ussher’s 
work had a tremendous effect on the 


Assembly of Divines. 
Mr. Jellett went on to refer to the Act of 


Settlement and to the Act of Explanation. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy stated that there were 
three draft bills—one in 1662, one in 1664, 
and one in 1666. The Act of Explanation 
was in 1665. He protested against the Bill 
of 1666 being taken as the one that was 
ratified by Statute in 1665

Proceeding, Mr. Jellett read from the will 
of Erasmus Smith, in which he asked his 
executors and guardians to take all the care 
they could that his children might be edu- 
cated in the fear of God and ! --wledge of 
the Holy  Seriptures, . Erasmus Smith 
acquired real estate in Ireland as the result 
of the forfeitures and the money advanced in | 
respect of the adventures. In 1682 he wrote 
a letter in which he stated that his end 
in founding the three sch-cols was to propa- 
gate the Protestant faith, and referred 
to Ussher’s Cathechism. In the deed of | 
foundation, dated December 1. 1657, under 
the hand and seal of Erasmus Smith himself, 
it was recited that “the sins of the nation 
were due to a lack of bringing up the youth 
of the realm either in public or private 
schools,” and it was his desire that they 
should be brought up in the fe-: of God, in 
good literature, and to speak the English 
tongue! It was his intention to establish 
five schools, but only three were established— 
those at Galway, Drogheda and Tipperary. 
Schools contemplated at Sligo and. Antrim 
were not established. Provision was made 
for the free education of (1) children of the 
“me tenants inhabiting the lands of Erasmus 
mith; (2) children of such people as were 
poor and lived by their labour; and (3) other 
poor scholars, who, in the judgment of the 
trustees, were fit to receive free education 
in these schools, preference and priority being 
given to the first class over the other two

Mrs. Mary Gallagher, widow of John 
J, Gallagher, a farmer, late of Verona House. 
Enniscorthy, . claimed damages from the 
Electricity Supply Board, having head offices 
at 60 Upper Mount street, Dublin, in respect 
of the death of her husband, which, she 
alleged, was due to the negligence of the 
defendants, their servants and agents, in the 
management of a motor van at Bellefield.

County Roscommon, on the night of the órd 
September last. 

Mr. Josesh O'Connor, K.C., and Mr, Kevin 
Haugh (instructed b the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted, while Mr. R. 8. Hogan 
(instructe by Mr. Michael Heverin, of 
Messrs. Farrell McDonnell, solicitors, Ros- 
common) defended. 

Altogether there are about forty-seven 
witnesses in the case, which is expected to 
last for three days. Considerable interest was 
taken in the proceedings yesterday. 


BODY LEFT LYING OVERNIGHT. 

Mr. O’Connor, outlining the case for the 
State, said that the deceased man was 
murdered outside the house, which stood cn 
a farm of. about forty acres; ‘he murdered 
man, John, the prisoner and their sister. 
Kate, lived in the house, which consisted of 
three rooms. John, who was about 30 years 
of age, was the eldest of the family of 
three, the prisoner being the youngest. Since 
the father died in 1930 the murdered man 
was recognised as the owner of the farm, and 
he was to give Kate and the prisoner £100 
each. 

On the night of the s..coting John 
McDermott left his home with a man named 
John Timothy to go to the latter’s house. 
He was engaged to Timothy’s sister. On his 
way back he was shot dead at his. own gate, 
and the body was left lying on the roadway 
all night. It was one of the most brutal 
murders that any jury was evor called upon 
to try. 

The submission of the State was that the 
murder was perpetrated deliberately and with 
malice aforethought by the prisoner—that he 


was lying in wait for his brother; that he 


and shot him as he came in through his 
ate. 

On the 3rd September the prisoner borrowed 
a shot-gun and three cartridges from Mrs. 
Connolly, remarking that the crows were 
destroying the oat crop. He came into his 
house at 9 p.m., and John came in shortly 
afterwards. Patrick borrowed some tobacco 
from John, and then went out of the house 
and went to the house of Ellen Ward. John 


went for a walk with John Timothy. The 
prisoner returned to his house at about 11.30 
p.m. He left shortly afterwards, and a few 
minutes later two shots rang out on the 
roadway outside the McDermott’s house. 

Kate McDermott went out and met the 
risoner, who asked if she heard any shots. 
he prisoner went in the direction of where 
the shots had been fired, and came rushing 
back to the house, shouting “ Jack is shot 
down by the road.”

BORROWED GUN. 


The prisoner and his sister went to the 


no reply. The prisoner said: “I will go and 
call the Barlows.”’ 
hurried off, and was next heard of between 
11 and 12 o’clock at the house of Connolly, 
about a mile away, shouting: ' Get up, Mick, 
Jackeen is thrown below on the side of the 
road. Come down and carry him in with 
me,” Connolly said: “ You have done some 
harm, Paddy.”’ 

That was the judgment of the prisoner’s 
own first cousin—the man from whom he had 
borrowed the gun. 

‘* Not at all,” said the prisoner, who had 
the gun with him. “ Take the gun; I am 
leaving it here.’’ 

Connolly did not take the gun then, but 
the prisoner went to his house subsequently 
and handed in the gun. Connolly found that 
the gun had been fired. The prisoner did not 
return any of the three cartridges which he 
had got from Connolly. 

Superintendent Twomey, Civic Guards, 
arrived at the scene next morning at about 8 
o’clock, and found the dead body of John 
McDermott, lying face downwards beside the 
wicket gate. There was one glancing wound 
in the body. There was also another wound, 
and the gun must have been quite close to 
his body, because the clothing was scorched, 
and there was a regular tunnel made through 
the body. Several vital parts were touched. 

While the Superintendent was investigating 
the outrage the prisoner was standing by, 
smoking a cigarette. The Superintendent

Dockland Specialists.

The work of unloading en 
gages the services of a number of experts, 
including the “ gearer,” who rigs up the 
tackle which enables the gangs to work 
the ship; the “ slinger,” who makes up 
the sets for the cranes, and the “ tackle- 
man,” who is responsible for as fearsome 
an array of hooks as ever adorned a tor- 
ture chamber. One mentionable name- 
exception is the “ piler.” It is his job, 
with the aid of assistants, to make suit- 
able positions for bales and cases. When 
electric piling machines’ were introduced 
in many places, it looked as if his occupa- 
tion was gone, but instead he was named 
‘lift-man piler,”” and instructed to carry 
on. 


Green Flowers. 


The diversity of colour in the chrysan- 
themums at Glasnevin is a reminder to 
many enthusiastic gardeners that a green 
chrysanthemum was once raised, but, 
through neglect (or in spite of care) It 
reverted to yellow. Most green flowers 
Are mere apologies, being nothing but 
bunches of sepals or flowerless bracts. 
The green chrysanthemum, however, was 
a true flower of good form. A green prim- 
rose is known to exist, but is excecdingly 
rare, and in Weinmann’s Phytanthozoa 
Iconographica of 1737 a green nasturtiuin 
is illustrated, also a green double rocket. 
Both have disappeared. Flowers in which 
green or green shades predominate are 
more numerous, and include a beautiful 
little pansy, the original of which was 
found growing in Ireland. It is known 
as “Irish Molly,” though its original 
name was “ Dirty-faced Molly,” which 
more nearly descri its smoky green 
colour. A list of the plants which give 
blooms of total or partial viridity would 
run to fair length, and include Aquilegia 
viridtflora, Ixia viridiflora, Cereus smarag 
diflorus, Ceropyqia Saundersonit and Iris 
tuberosa. The last-named is the snakes 
head iris. and bulbs can be bought from 
most ‘seedsmen for a few pence each. Green 
flowers enjoy a doubtful popularity, but, 
as that well-known horticulturist, Mr. 
Jason Hill, remarks in one of his books, 
‘‘there are gardens where a jade-green 
Trollius, a snowdrop whose chlorotic pallor 
has turned frankly green, or a hyaline 
bearded Iris may be sure of a per- 
manent welcome.’”’ 


Che Borrowed Days. 


Country folk have always known about 
the three days borrowed by March from 
April in which to buy acow. The borrow- 
ing by unpopular November of several 
days from the lovely month of Septem- 


ber is not so usual. During the first week 
of this month it was difficult to believe 
that the year is so near its close. Only 
the brown leaves on the roadway contra- 
dicted the many indications that autunin 
had only just begun. MHalf-way up 
Killiney Hill during that week there were 
men who mopped their faces as they 
climbed. Players on the various Rugby 
fields seemed to be on the verge of collapse 
from heat. Rambling roses still flourish 
on gate posts and on rustic arches, while 
the more delicate bush roses abound in 
many gardens. The other day, not far 
from the city, I saw a little girl reclining 
comfortably in a field on a heap of some- 
thing that looked like hay, but that 
proved to be the withered stalks of a wn 
of potatoes that had been lifted and stored. 
She was reading a book, and, as I passed, 
she took off her knitted cap and tossed it 
on the grvund beside her. 3

The other afternoon I observed two coal- 
men delivering coal at a house in the 
suburbs. To my amusement I noticed 
that one man wore a British soldier’s 
khaki tunic while his companion sported 
a Free State soldier’s green tunic. P un- 
derstand that there is a brisk demand for 
these old tunics jn second-hand clothes 
shops. They are cheap, comfortable, and 
stand plenty of hardship in such arduous 
occupations as coal-heaving. I am also 
told that down the docks sailors may be 
seen wearing Royal Irish Constabulary 
tunics bearing the familiar regulation 
black buttons. ‘These tunics are excel- 
lent substitutes for pea jackets. They are 
sold at five shillings apiece in old clo’- 
shops at Cardiff, Swansea and various

USE OF THE RAYS. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN 
PHOTOGRAPHY, 


Speaking on “The Wonders of Photo- 
graphy” at a meeting of the Engineering 
and Scientific Association of Ireland held last 
night in the Architects’ Hall, Merrion square, 
Dublin, Mr. Thomas Mason dealt with recent 
developments in the utilisation of ultra violet 
and infra-red rays in their application to 
scientific research. 

Plates, he said, were now available by 
means of which photographs could be taken 
of objects which were invisible to the naked 
eye, not iike X-rays at the blue end of the 
spectrum, but in the invisible heat rays at the 
red end ot the spectrum. 

He touched upon the extraordinary sensi- 
tiveness of plates recently introduced, by 
means of which snapshots could be taken in 
the ordinary way inside rooms or in the 
street at night time, developments which a 
few years ago were absolutely unthought of, 
and due entirely to research work in the 
Jaboratories of plate manufacturers. 

The. lecture was illustraled by lantern 
slides, some of which were made by Mr. 
Mason and others lent, the latter includin 
some from Dr. McDonagh, who was one o 
the first in the Irish Free State to use the 
infra-red light in photography.

GENESIS OF THE DIOCESE 


OF CONNOR. 


Dr. Lloyd Praeger, presided at the 
ordinary general meeting of the Royal Irish 
Acaden:y, Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The president read a 
worthy plants found in Ireland, covering the 
results of field work during 1931-32. The 
most interesting plant dealt with was the 
strawberry tree (Arbutus), which, in the 
author’s opinion, is a native of Lough Gill. 
County Shgo. Hitherto it had been known 
as a native only from a limited area in 
Eerry and Cork. 

Mr. H. C. Lawlor, M.A., read a paper on 
“ The Genesis of the Diocese of Connor (in- 
eluding Down and Dromore)."’ He said that 
aiready two learned articles on this subject 
had appeared, one by the Rev. John 
MacErlean, 8.J., in the “ Archivium 
Hibernicum (1914) ”; the other by the Rev. J. 
Smyth, C.C., in the ‘‘ Journal of the Down 
Historical Society (1929)."" Those two 
articles put forward the theory that Geoffry 
Keating, or his source, the Book of Cluain 
Eidhneach, had made a mistake in his 
delineation of the Diocese of Connor, as de- 
markated at the Synod of Raithbreasail 
(1110). The mistake of the writers of the 
articles referred to see to arise from 
their failure to identify the boundary mark 
Colbha -Gearmainn, which Mr. Lawlor con- 
tended was a standing stone on Slieve 
Gallian in County Derry. Accepting this, the 
Synod laid out the Diocese of Connor as in- 
cluding all the present Counties of Down and 
Antrim and about one-third of the County 
Derry, the Uladh, as fixed after the raid of 
the Collas in A.D. 332. It was not until 
11357 that Down was created a separate 
diocese by Saint Malachy, the County Derry 
ise having been ceded to the Diocese of

These figures are given in volume VIII. of 
the 1926 Census of Population report, issued 
by the Statistics branch of the Free State 
Department for Industry and Commerce. 

rt deals with the Irish language, 
having special tables for the Gaeltacht areas. 

It points out; however, that personal 
judgment must necessarily enter so largely 
into the replies to this question that the 
nnmber of Irish s rs would appear to be 
far less susceptible of exact measurement 
than any of the other matters into which it 
is the purpose of the census to inquire. It 
was obviously impossible to devise a method 
ta enough for census purpose which 
would permit of a rigid distinction being 
made between those who “ know Ifish’’ and 
those who do not. The final decision in the 
matter had to be left with the person 
crromerated. 

At the same time, the statistics have a 
considerable value for purposes of comparison 
as between one part of the country and 
another, as between the last and previous 
censuses, and as between one age group or 
occupation and another. The analysis, it is 
claimed, shows also that there is a marked 
consistercy in the replying. 


DECLINES OVER 45 YEARS. 

While the number of Irish speakers. has 
declined by ten thousand since 1911, the de- 
cline in the number of non-Irish speakers 
has been proportionately greater. Although 
the percentage of Irish speakers appeared to 
be greater at the 1881 census than at the 
1926 census, the report suggests that the 
1926 proportion actually is probably greater 
than at any time since 1851, because, after 
1861, there was a change in the form of 


Fa STATE residents in 1926. who 
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he proportions of Irish speakers in 1851. 
1661 and 1871 were respectively 29.1, 24.5 
and 19.8 per cent. Over the whole period of 
forty-five years—from 1881 to 1926—the 
number of Irish speakers declined by 41 per 
cent., while the number of non-Irish speakers 
declined by 18 per cent. 

In the county boroughs the percentage of 
Irish ee is low. In the County Borough 
of Dublin it was only 7.5, which is lower 
than in any Leinster county, and in the 
County Boroughs of Cork, Limerick and 
Waterford the percentages were respectively 
10.1, 8.9 and 8.8, which are all lower than 
the percentage for any Munster county. The 
figures, however, all show an increase over 
those for 1911. 

The counties with the highest percentages 
of Irish speakers are—Galway (47.4), Mayo 
(36.8), Donegal (34.4), Ker (33), Clare 
(30.5), Waterford (30.1), and Cork (21.1). 
In the cases of Waterford and Cork the 
county boroughs are not included. As one 
travels East, Irish speakers become fewer. 


CHANGES SINCE 1911. 

With regard to changes that have taken 
place since 1911, the most striking increases 
oceurred where there was most room for im- 
CEST “tetany County Borough, Dublin 
Younty, Wicklow, and Kildare—while the 
poe decreases were in Galway, Cork, 

ayo and Kerry. The number of Irish 
speakers in the Gaeltacht has declined by 
66,697, or 21 per cent., while the number in 
the rest of the Saorstat has increased by 
56,491, or 24 per cent. 
“The qualitative changes are not measured 
by these statistics,” says the report, how- 
ever, “for the increase in the rest of 
Saorstat Eireann is practically confined to 
children of the school ages, many of whom 
inevitably lose the language when they leave 
school. The gain of one Irish speaker in 
this group does not compensate for the loss 
of one Irish speaker in the Gaeltacht.’’ There 
were in 1926 only forty-five per cent. of Irish 
speakers in the Gaeltacht, as compared with 
fifty-seven per cent. in 1911. 
Relatively to the population there has been 
a marked loss of Irish in the partly Irish- 
speaking areas, where now only thirty-eight 
per cent. of the population speak Irish, com- 
pared with forty-eight per cent. in 1911. It 
is explained in the report that in the Irish- 
speaking districts the actual loss was 
probably due more to loss of population than 
to loss of the language among those who re- 
mained. 


YOUTHFUL IRISH SPEAKERS. 
Tabulated figures of the distribution of Irish 
speakers in certain age groups reveal a high 
proportion of children able to speak Irish at 
the school ages. One-fifth of those aged be- 
tween five and nine vears and two-fifths of 
those between ten and fourteen can speak the 
language. From fifteen to nineteen the pro- 
portion is lower than from ten to fourteen— 
due partly, no doubt, to the fact that chil- 
dren were learning more Irish in 1926 than 
five years earlieg, and partly to loss of the 
language after leaving school. One-fifth of the 
Irish speakers are aged less than fifteen. 
In Munster and Connacht the proportion of 
Irish speakers increases with increasing age 
from the age group 35-44. In the three 
Ulster counties the proportion remains about 
the same for ages between 25 and 54, and 
then increases. In Leinster, where very few 
of the older generation can speak the lan- 
guage, the ab se kero of Irish speakers de- 
creases regularly with age. It is only in the 
age group 10-14 that the proportion for 
Leinster bears comparison with that for other 
provinces. 
The four county boroughs and Dublin 
County are weakest in Irish at the ages 
10-14. and the counties on the western sea- 
board, with the marked exception of 
Leitrim, are strongest. The highest per- 
centage for any county in this age group is 
56.4 in Galway, while Dublin County 
Borough, with 23.1, has the lowest, the four 
county boroughs being the next weakest. 
There is a far greater range of variation 
between the counties when the percentage 
of Irish speakers at ages 45 and over are com- 
pared. In this group Galway has 62.4 per 
cent., Mayo 53.7 per cent., and six other 
eounties have between 14 and 48 per cent. 
All the other counties have less than 8 per 
cent., and six have less than 2 per cent., 
Laoghis and Wexford being the weakest with 
1.5 and 1.2 respectively. 


AGE GROUPS. 


While retrospective comparisons of the 
numbers of Irish speakers by ages are made 
difficult by drastic changes from census to 
census in the age classifications, it is 
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adjust the numbers in 
each yroup so as to establish compar'- 
son with, it is believed, only a small 
percentage of error. Un this reckonimg, a 
great increase is noted during the last inter- 
censal period in the percentages for the age 
groups, 0-9 and 10.19. In the latter group 
tie percentage .ncreased from 20 to 35. It is 
also a á that the percentage of Irish 
speakers at the two youngest age groups in- 
creased istently i 891. In later age 
groups the decline in the proportion of ,Irish 
s ers from census to census is quite re- 
ular, except for the group 20-39, between 
891 and 1901. The increase of the propor. 
tion of Irish speakers at the ages 10-19 and a 
slow.ng up of the decline between 1591 and 
1901 is attributed to the wave of enthusiasm 
which followed the foundation of the Gaelic 
League in 1893. 
hile the total of Irish speakers had only 
changed by two per cent. since 1911, there 
were striking changes in the age distribution. 
Irish speakers aged less than twenty in- 
creased by 103,680, and Irish speakers aged 
twenty or over decreased by 115,866. Enor 
mous increases occurred m the number at 
school ages, and at the ages 10-14 the num- 
bers nearly doubled. Even at the ages 15-19 
a gain of 35 per cent. was registered. At 
later ages, on the other hand, substantial 
declines are recorded, and the percentages in- 
crease with age. Among persons of sixty and 
over the decline was no less than forty per 
cent. At the age of sixty the proport.on was 
46 per cent. in 1881, 38 in 1891, 36 in 1901, 
27 im 1911, and 17 in 1926. 


LOSING THE LANGUAGE, 

‘As the people who were aged sixty in 
1881 were born in 1821,” comments the re- 
port, “the history of the loss of the rn der e 
by persons born during the period 1821-1 
is wr.tten in these percentages. From the 
regularity of the decline of these percentages 
it could be deduced that, were it not for the 
efforts which were made to save the language, 
very few persons attain.ng the age of sixty in 
1951 would be able to speak it.” : 

Under the conditions existing during the 
last, w.ter-censal period 23 per cent. of those 
who could speak the language at the age of 
twelve had lost it fifteen years later. As in 
the case of Irish speakers at the later ages, 
the percentage was greatest in Munster, with 
30 per cent., and least in the three Ulster 
counties, with 12 per cent. 

The. severe losses which the language sus- 
tained in the Gaeltacht, and particularly in 
the Fior-Gaeltacht, since 1911 are shown in 
a table dealing with numbers of Irish speakers 
m the Gaeltacht, distributed by ages. The 
losses have been most severe at the age group 
30-39, in which group the Breac-Gaeltacht 
had less than half as many Irish speakers in 
1926 as in 1911. The losses at all, ages over 
fifteen in the Breac-Gaeltacht were severe. 
The small numbers of Irish speakers at the 
young ages is particularly noticeable. In 
1926 the number aged 3-9 was 7,325. or only 
1,046 per year of age, compared with 2,980 
per year ot age at the ages 10-14, when 
children were learning Irish at school. 

“Even when due allowances have been 
made for ti . possibility of substantial under- 
statement in the number of Irish speakers at 
ages 3-9 in the Breac-Gaeltacht,”’ says the 
report, “there can be little doubt that the 
majority of parents who can speak both Irish 
úil English are speaking English to their 
children '' 

Only 17 per cent. of the children aged 
three to nine years in the Breac-Gaeltacht 
are returned as able to speak Irish, and even 
in the Fior-Gaeltacht the percentage is only 
57. These percentages form a contrast to 
the percentage among their parents. For 
example, the proportion at ages 30-30 is 
31 per cent. in the Breac-Gaeltacht and 
82 per cent. in the Fior-Gaeltacht. 


OCCUPATIONAL GROUPS. 

Dealing with the numbers and per- 
centages of Irish speakers in the various oc- 
cupational groups, the report reveals that the 
greatest percentage is recorded in _ profes- 
sional occupations, with 43.5. Specific occu- 
pations of males in which the percentage of 
Irish speakers exceeds 20 are teachers, ex- 
cluding music teachers (strongest with 76.1) ; 
Christian Brothers and other monks, stu- 
dents, articled clerks, clergymen, fishermen, 
Civil Service officials and clerks, Civic 
Guards, .journalists and authors, local 
authority officials and clerks, farmers, 
weavers, religious lay brothers, and medical 
doctors (who have the lowest percentage of 
the occupations enumerated, with 22). 

Specific occupations for females in which 
the percentage exceeds 20 are: teachers, not 
music (strongest with 75.4); students, 
articled clerks, knitters, nuns and postu- 
lates, medical doctors, Civil Service officials 
and clerks, hand lace workers, embroiderers, 
telegraph operators, farmers, farm managers, 
and local authority officials and clerks (who 
are lowest with 20.7). 

In the Fior-Gaeltacht the proportion of 
[rish speakers is highest for agricultural oc- 
cupations (88.4), and lowest for public ad- 
ministration and defence (54.7), while in 
the Breac-Gaeltacht it is highest for persons 
engaged in the professions (60.1), and lowest 
for transport workers (23.2). In the Fior- 
Gaeltacht 77 per cent., and in the Breac- 
Gaeltacht. 38 per cent., of the total population 
is Irish-speaking. 

GAELTACHT OCCUPATIONS. 

Tables are also given to show in broad 
groups the rig tea distribution of per- 
sons living in the Gaeltacht. The economic 
organisation of the Fior-Gaeltacht is ex- 
tremely simple, 84 per cent. being engaged in 
agriculture and only 10 per cent. being “' non- 
producers,”” as siamaieall with 20 per cent. in 
the Breac-Gaeltacht, 18 per cent. in the total 
of rural districts and per cent. in the 
whole of the Saorstat. The distribution in 
the Breac-Gaeltacht is rather similar to that 
in the total of rural districts. 

In the Fior-Gaeltacht 82 per cent. of the 
working population are ' on own account ”’ 
or “‘ assisting relatives,” compared with 64 
per cent. in the Breac-Gaeltacht and 43 per 
cent, in the whole of the Saorstat. The popu- 
lation returned as out of work was far less 
in the Gaeltacht than in the country gene- 
rally. More than half of the farms in the 
Fior-Gaeltacht are less than fifteen acres in 
area, and only 13 per cent. are over fifty 
acres. The distribution in the Breac-Gael- 
tacht is somewhat similar to that in the 
Saorstat generally. 

Statistics of the housing conditions in the 
Gaeltacht reveal that more than one-third of 
the people in the Fior-Gaeltacht live in one- 
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room or two-room dwellings, and nearly one- 
quarter live in families with three or more 
persons per room. 


OPERA IN BRITAIN. 
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PROPOSAL TO CREATE A 


NATIONAL COUNCIL. 


‘The Covent Garden Opera Syndicate, 1920, 
Limited, announced yesterday that an agree- 
ment has been reached between the Covent 
Garden Opera Syndicate, 1930, Limited, the 
Imperial League of Opera, the Old Vic 
Theatre, the Sadlers Wells’ Theatre and the 
British Broadcasting Corporation 

It is proposed to create a new organisation 
to be known as the “National Opera Council,’’ 
which will be mainly an instrument of 
patronage and will occupy itself with ad- 
vancing the interests of the various opera 
seasons in London and the provinces. 

Its membership will number about 250, in- 
cluding distinguished musical amateurs, and 
the business of the Council will be conducted 
by a small working body of about two dozen. 

The Board of the Covent Garden Opera 
Syndicate has been enlarged to include repre- 
sentatives of the other opera organisations 
concerned, The enlarged syndicate Board 
will receive all sums payable by the Broad- 
ne CN and all funds raised 
the. gue and by the Council, and wi 
decide how these funds shall be appor- 
tioned, 

Apart from general collaboration, the 
Covent Garden Syndivate, 1920, Ltd., 
the Old Vie and Wells will organise 
and manage their seasons independently.

THE BANN NAVIGATION 
SCHEME. 


At a general. meeting of Dublin Univer- 
sity Engineering Society, Professor Clark in 
the. chair, Mr. G. M. 8. Friel read a paper 
on “ The Bann Navigation Scheme.”’ 

The author, having dealt briefly with the 
previous schemes, pointed out that, due to 
the continuous action of the heavy seas, the 
old training banks were no longer effective. 

In 1929 the Harbour Commissioners under- 
took the present scheme, at the cost of 
£80,000. eir scheme consisted in raising 
the level of the moles 6 feet; extension of the 
training banks and the building of a spend- 
'ng slope. 

‘or the conveyance of material from the 
quarry to the site, whith was one of the 
most unportant factors of the work, a light 
railway was laid down. A steel cable air- 
way was erected across the river, with a 
span of 1,000 feet, to save a long round when 
16 was necessary to take material across. ‘The

MOMENT. 


ASPECTS OF THE WORLD 
CRISIS. 


T the weekly meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club, which was held yesterday 
in the Metropole Restaurant, Major 

J. H. de W. Waller delivered an address on 
“ The World Crisis.” The Rev. Dr. Hanna, 
President of the Club, presided. . 
Major Waller said that the disease which 
was playing such havoc with the world's 
social structure was a desperate disease. They 
should be on guard against the advocate of 
desperate remedies. eir after effects were 
too frequently worse than the disease itself. 
When clever men advocated social revolution 
the ordinary folk should look well before they 
gave support to their proposals. Did the 
French Raveluiien fulfil the promises it made 
to the people? Had the Russian Revolut.on 
made good’? Did it look like doing so? 


THE SOCIAL SYSTEM. 


It was easy to pull down; to continue to 
build was difficult, but to build up from ruins 
was far more difficult. The social system 
that they had inherited was built by their 
fathers. It was not perfect, but it had many 
virtues. Industrialism was undoubtedly effi- 
cient: it gave a great return for human effort. 

If their generation could not make a system 
work which it took over as a going concern 
what chance had they of setting — work- 
ing successfully a new system : e existing 
system was not perfect, but it was workable. 
It could be built upon and made more per. 
fect. They wanted evolution, not revolution. 

At first sight this programme might not 
appear ambitious. It might appear to consist 
merely of repa.ring a worn-out, 
machine. That was not so. They must go 
on building from where their fathers were 
stopped by the Great War. 


FALLACIES. 


There were a number of fallacies which 
were generally accepted, and which were 
doing great harm. They were repeatedly told 
that production had become too efficient—had 
greatly exceeded consumption—and that, 
therefore, they should cut down production. 
It was thought by some that if they cut down 
production by adopting uneconomical methods 
employment would be created. Surely in a 
world where millions were yn want there could 
be no such thing as over-production. Was it 
not merely that they suffered from under- 
consumption due to mal-distribution ? 


JEALOUSIES. 


And what was the cause of mal-distribu- 

tion? Was it not simply international 
jealousy, suspicion and fear, which were pre- 
venting them exchanging their goods with 
those of other nations’? They all desired a 
high standard of living—it was a perfectly 
justifiable desire, but they resolutely set their 
faces against the fact that.a high standard 
of living in any country required the pro- 
ducts of all lands and the efforts of all 
peoples. Public opinion, and that alone, 
could save the situation—a public opinion 
that would let the statesmen know that, if 
they did not cease their miserable quarrel- 
lings, jealousies and hate, their number was 
up. 
Bháisaha all over the world were 
endeavouring to create employment and 
trade; but employment and trade could not 
be created. All that any politician, or other, 
could do was to set the stage to try and so 
arrange conditions that employment and 
trade would grow. Their common roots were 
supply and demand, functioning in a soil of 
peace and good-will among the nations. The 
trouble in the world to-day was that 
nationalism and patriotism had been distorted 
and steeped in jealousy and selfishness. 


A WORRIED WORLD. 


But the position was not hopeless—the very 
decency of the man in the street belied such 
a conclusion—the fact that many countries 
managed their interna! affairs with justice 
and economy belied it also—and the fact that 
all the world was worried and working to 
find a way out was laden with hope. [If only 
a sincere effort was made a wave could be 
started that would traverse the earth that 
would largely sweep away jealousy, suspicion 
and fear from their international dealings, 
replacing them with generosity, faith in each 
other and trust.

The President mentioned that the Cork 
Rotary Club was following the example of 
the British Club in taking measures to pro- 
vide work for the unemployed.

He said that owing to that system the 
banks could increase or decrease the value 
of the farmers’ property according to their 
whims and fancies. ‘That. was not fair or 
just to the farmers, but they had to put up 
with it. No matter what freedom they had 
got, declared Mr. Gafiney, the people would 
have no absolute freedom until they got 
control of the monetary system. 

Mr. Gaffney referred to a case brought to 
the notice of the Farmers’ Association where, 
as a result of proceedings taken by a bank 
in respect of an overdraft of £850, a man 
was deprived of property worth at least 
£2.500. 

Mr. Padraig O’Ma'lle, Chairman of the 
Association, also dealt with the banking 
system, and said that at present the banks 
in this country were only agents for the 
Bank of England. The greatest source of 
trouble in this country was due to this 
system. They would have to have a bank 
of their own. They still had plenty of 
assets in this country. (Cheers.) 

Proceeding, Mr. O'Maille said that they 
were facing a crisis, and the only way they 
could win was by the people standing 
together. They had a national Government 
in office, and if they all stood together there 
was no power under Heaven that would 
stav the onward march of the nation.

HARDSHIP ON SICK POOR. 

The Right Rev. Monsignor Nolan, P.P., 
V.G., Tipperary, said that the proposal put 
forward by the Local Government Depart- 
ment to erect a County Hospital in Cashel, 
and to send there from all over the South 
Riding all major cases of illness, medical, 
surgical and maternity, had been the cause 
of” mtense uneasiness, dissatisfaction, and 
anger in the Town of Tipperary, and the very 
large and populous area of which it was the 
centre, a feeling which was shared by the 
residents in the greater part of the South 
Riding.

BELFAST, Monday. 


R. W. J. LOVETT, a director of 
M Messrs. Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., 

the Belfast shipbuilding firm, in the 
course of an address to the Belfast Rotary 
Club to-day upon “ Trade Ahead,” said :— 
"' Political economy to-day is internat.ona), 
and it is utter foolishness to expect to create 
a prosperous, sel{f-conta.ned community con- 
fined to this little island of ours, but, on the 
other hand, an economic confederat.on of the 
British Empire for baying and selling inside 
its borders is a proposition that seems to offer 
every possib.lity of success, and should go 
far towards. a stimulation of industry here, 
provided that friendly countries with vast 
populations, such as China, can also be co- 
operated with. 

‘* Our world is in the grip oí a tremen- 
dously intricate financial system, and the 
Communistic tendencies of some nations are 
rocking the balance of things to an alarming 
degree. I am sufficient of an economist to 
realise that it is wrong’ for food to be de- 
stroyed while people are starving: it is wrong’ 
for bank walls to be -bulging with deposits 
while industrial concerns and workers are idle 
for lack of money; but I cannot see the 
remedy. I freely admit that we cannot, afford 
to pay so mach for social-services as we are 
doing, but I cannot see the worker, whose 
only asset is his labour, starving because he 
is not permitted to realise this asset, and, 
while jt is an unfortunate act that expendi- 
ture on social services increases rapidly in times 
of unemployment and brings such expenditure 
into critical prominence, yet it is, surely, 
possible to run this country en less than 800 
million pounds per*annum. 

“Industry is anxiously waiting for the day 
when those who control the big banking 
houses will be satisfied that it js safe for them 
to permit again a free flow of money or 
credit. At present if we lend money to a 
Sank we get 1 per cent. interest on it, whereas 
when the banks lend money to-ns they get 5 
or 6 per cent. on it. 


A GREAT EFFORT: 


“Tt is admitted that our own country has 
made of all peoples the greatest effort to put 
its house in order, and with other nations now 
making real progress in getting out of the 
state of chaos they were in one can hardly 
be termed an optimist who says defiitely 
that things are on the up grade, and that 
there are clear evidences of the dawn of a 
better day, 

“From the realities behind the Ottawa 
Conference, I believe that trade ahead is going 
to be in a much healthier state with the whole 
Commonwealth of the British Dominions 
agreed to trade within themselves on a pre- 
ferential basis.” 

Concluding his address, Mr. Lovett said :— 
“We have still te reduce our enormous 
burden of taxation; we have still to make 
radical changes in-our money system ; we have 
still to see that the dependent workers are 
not paid more than the actual producers ; 
but we have at least made a start’ on the 
right road to a more prosperous nation, arid 
we look with much hope to the coming World 
Feonomic Conference to give international 
commerc that initial impetus which will start 
again the revolving of the wheels of indus- 
try.

CONTROL OF PRICES BILL, 


The monthly meeting of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce was held yesterday, 
the President, Mr, J. Cogan, in the 
chair, ) 

A deputation from the Railways Employes’ 
Protection Association was received, and 
correspondence was read, 

The Secretary reported that the Govern- 
ment had introduced amendments on the 
report stage of the Control of Prices Bill 
which would cover all the suggestions made 
by the Chamber. If the amendments were 
incorporated in the Act, contracts and 
tenders made before the publisation of price 
orders or. price certificates would not be 
affected by such orders. Traders who con- 
sidered that the price fixed by the Controller 
for any commodity was not a fair price would 
have fourteen days to appeal to the Prices 
Commission before a price certificate was 
enforced against them. 

Some questions were referred to the ‘Law, 
Parliamentary; and. Municipal Committees, 
and the Council received a report from a 
sub-committee appointed to investigate the 
economic position. After attention had been 
drawn to the cessation of the free entry af 
Irish Free State goods into Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland at midvight on 15th 
November, a lon 
adjourned until 2lst November, the remain- 
ing eight items on the agenda having to be 
deferred also until that date.

Friday. That man took his bullock 
home ; but he probably will not have any 
better luck next time, if, indeed, he has 
as good. Pollies—that is to say, beasts 
of eight or nine hundredweight—actually 
were going last week at £4 and £5 a head, 
and traders who were forced to get rid of 
their stock lost as much as £4 a beast in 
hard cash, making no allowance for feed- 
ing and other incidental costs. 


FALLING PRICES. 


The situation is really desperate. In the 
town of Navan you can buy the very best 
cuts of beef for eightpence a pound. I 
saw sirloins that would make the gour- 
met’s teeth water on offer at this price; 
and for sixpence a pound you can buy ex- 
cellent meat of all descriptions. In a 
week or so, I was told, the price will have 
fallen to fivepence. Lamb and mutton are 
sold at the same price—from sixpence to 
eightpence a pound. ‘The average price 
for lambs—normally about 32s.—now is 
11s., and even less, A lorry-load of lambs 
was sent to Dublin the other day at eight 
shillings apiece—representing a dead loss 
to their owner. 

One man brought 250 head of cattle to 
a fair, but decided that he would risk a 
further loss rather than sell them at the 
prices that he was offered; so he took 
them back again to his farm. He is in a 
fairly big way of business, and has plenty 
of feeding stuffs to keep his beasts over 
the winter; but very few Meath men are 
in this good position. Most of them rent 
their grazing land at £3 or £4 an acre, 
and have no way of keeping cattle dur- 
ing the winter months ; so these men will 
be forced to get rid vf their stock within 
the next few weeks—for;the grass is 
nearly finished—and will have to sell 
for whatever they can get. 

The poultry trade is in an even worse 
case Kells is a good centre for this 
lucrative business, which concerns the 
womenfolk more than their men. In an 
average year, from now until Christmas. 
they could count on selling their turkeys 
for at least 1s. or 1s. 2d. a pound ; to-day 
they are lucky if they get sixpence. You 
ean buy as many twenty-pound turkeys at 
present as you could wag a stick at for 
xixpence a pound, and smaller birds will 
be sold to you for fivepense. Chickens 
hardly can be sold at all. That trade, 
I was informed by a man who has an 
extensive poultry farm, is definitely 
finished, and the only thing to do now 
with chickens in County Meath is to eat 
them oneself or make nets of them. 


WHERE THE BOUNTY GOES. 


During all my conversations with 
farmers, large and small, strong and 
weak, in their own homesteads, at street 
corners, in public-houses, and on the 
roadsides, I kept my trump card until 
the end. ‘‘ What about the bounty?” 
It was just as well; for if you want to 
make a Meath farmer really angry just 
mention the word “ bounty” to him. 
The Free State Government undoubtedly 
pays an export bounty of 124 per cent. 
on all beasts that are sent to Britain; 
but who gets it? That is the question 
that will make the most mild-mannered 
farmer foam at the mouth. 

In the great majority of cases, it 
appears, the Meath men sell their cattle 
to English and Scottish salesmasters. 
Some of them, who are _ sufficiently 
affluent, ship their beasts themselves ; 
but their number is exceedingly small, 
and, in existing circumstances, it is likely 
to become even smaller. Now, the cross- 
Channel salesmaster buys his cattle in an 
open market, and he is neither a fool nor 
a philanthropist ; so he buys at the lowest 
possible price, Having taken the cattle 
to Glasgow or Birkenhead, he sells them, 
and he gets the 125 per cent. bounty. I 
Was assured again and again by all sorts 
and conditions of men in Navan, Kells, 
Athboy and Trim that the small farmer 
in County Meath gets nothing—that, so 
far as he is concerned, the bounty is a 
snare and a*delusion; for not only does 
he not get ‘the benefit of it, but in the 
long run he actually has to pay it in his 
capacity as a general taxpayer. 

One man gave me a concrete example— 
and he is a fairly substantial cattle- 
feeder. Last week he sent eleven i124 
hundredweight bullocks to Birkenhead 
through a salesmaster. They were sold 
there for £16 10s. a head, and my 
informant got precisely £12 at home for 
them. In ordinary circumstances for the 
same beasts he would have obtained £20 
or even £21; so the bounty obviously is 
not of much assistance to him. 


MR. COSGRAVE’S 
‘* MISTAKE,” 


I met one man in Kells, who may be 
taken as typical of the very small farmer, 
not only in Meath, but throughout the 
country. Having just arrived in the 
town, I was admiring Columkille’s beau- 
tiful cross with a companion, who is a 
distinguished man of letters, and probably 
knows more about the County Meath than 
any other living person, when this little 
man, cheerfully waving an ashplant, with 
all the easy friendliness of his kind, 
accosted us, and announced immediately 
that we were “ Yanks.” We did not 
undeceive him, and, having congratulated 
us warmly upon our part in the election 
of “ Rosyvald,’’ he unburdened his soul 
to us over the inevitable “ pint.’ 

He was inclined to put most of the 
blame on Mr. CUosgrave. If he had con- 
ceded a general “ nraritonian,’’ all would 
have been well, and Mr. de Valera never 
would have sat on the front benches of 
Dáil Eireann. Personally—-and here the 
Meath man’s ’cuteness made its appear- 


i ance, for he was not quite sure of us—he 


had voted for nobody. He had the philo- 
sophy of a Mercutio, and it was his firm 
view that, whoever was in power in 
Dublin, nothing would be done for the 
poor man of Meath. But he did not care 
very much, one way or another. He 
owed the bank £200, and, on the old 
principle that a Highlander’s trousers are 
unseizeable, was not in the least distressed 
by that fact. ; 
Had he paid his land annuity? What 
a hope! He had paid so long as he had 
had anything to pay with; but the col- 
lector was welcome now to anything that 
he could find. He told us many other 
things, including his opinion of Michel- 
angelo as a sculptor. Ireland's trouble, 
he asserted, was that she had plenty of 
culture, but not enough education—a 
remark that had the wisdom of the ages 
but I was thinking of cattle 
on next column.)

ORGANISING 


“ONLY SOLUTION OF 
GERMAN CLAIM.” 


DETAILS OF PROPOSED 
LEAGUE ARMY.' 
Aen Ee Saita 
From REUTER 8 CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Monday. 


LAIMED to be the only method by 
which an equitable solution can be 
found of the German demand for equality 
of rights, the French disarmament plan 
was presented at Geneva to-day hy M. 
Paul-Boncour, the French War Minister. 
A summary of the plan was disclosed by 
M. Herriot recently in the Chamber. 
Briefly, it proposes an organisation 


| applicable to continental Europe, other 


countries to support it by giving full effect 
to the Kellogg Pact and the League 
Covenant in regard to acts of war. 

As regards European land armies, it 
proposes :— 

The progressive assimilation of 
European armies to a uniform 
defensive type. 

A national army of short-term 
service and limited effectives, the 
latter varying according to the 
special conditions of each State, 
that is, man-power, military 
training in political formations 
and police. 

The possession by national armies of 
powerful military material will be pro- 
hibited. 


LEAGUE ARMY. 


The creation of a League of 
Nations Army. Each country 
shall maintain a limited special- 
ised force of more or less long 
duration of service, equipped 
with the mobile material for- 
bidden for national zrmies. Each 
force shall be at the disposal of 
the League of Nations and be 
ready. to enter immediately into 
action against an aggressor. 

As regards naval and overseas forces, a 


Mediterranean pact of mutual assistance. 


is suggested. Reductions in naval arma- 
ments shall apply to existing tonnage as 
recorded in 1931. Every signatory State 
shall supply a naval contingent for use 
against an aggressor, Similarly, an in- 
ternational air force is suggested. | 

Realisation of the plan would be pro- 
gressive according to the rhythm at which 
confidence develops and the contractual 
conditions of the plan are faithfully 
executed. 


. XPLANATIONS. 


The full text of the plan, a document of 
4,000 words, brings out more clearly that 
the essence of the plan is a strictly Euro- 
pean Continental pact. 

All that is asked of Great Britain or the 
United States, for example, is to carry out 
their undertakings under the Kellogg Pact 
and the League Covenant. Neither would 
be expected to send a special contingent to 
the League Army or to supply ships to 
support an attacked European country. 

Even in Europe the plan does not 
require that all countries should subscribe 
to the proposed pact, but it is laid down 
that “a sufficient number of European 
Powers must accept the pact, account 
being taken of their importance and 
geographical position, for their individual 
security to be guaranteed under the cir- 
cumstances.’’ i 

In other words, there must be a sufh- 
cient number of specialised contingents at 
the disposal of the League to deal with any 
aggressor, however powerful. 

As regards the specialised air con- 
tingents to be placed at the disposal of the 
League, the plan does not specifically con- 
fine these to Europe. The text says: “ It 
appears essential to provide the League of 
Nations—at least, in Europe—with a 
powerful means of action.’’ The plan even 
recommends, without insisting on it, the 
Tardieu scheme of a League of Nations 
International Air Force, composed of 
bombing ‘planes, which would hence- 
forward be forbidden in all National ‘ir 
Forces, 


DEFINING AGGRESSOR. . 


The important mechanism by which the 
League of Nations would order the special 
European contingents to march against an 
aggressor is rather vaguely outlined. 

In each European country signatory of 
the proposed European Pact there would 
be set up a Commission, composed of 
diplomatic representatives, military, naval 
and air attachés accredited to that 
country. This Commission would be 
selected and appointed by the League 
Council. It is not clear whether extra- 
European diplomats would be included. 

If a country considered itself menaced 
or the victim of aggression, it could refer 
the point to this Diplomatic Commission, 
which would report to the League Council. 

If the Diplomatic Commission con- 
sidered that there was a threat of war or 
aggression the Council would immediately 
take a vote on whether the special con- 
tingent should march to the aid of the 
victim. A majority vote would suffice for 
the issue of marching orders.

MONEY GETTING SCARCE. 

It was a day of many impressions. 
Meath folk have a stoical outlook on life, 
and bother themsel.es little with the 
problems of national politics. They 
realise that their entrepét trade is virtu- 
ally ruined; but do not the banks own 
the county, at any rate? There is little 
money to spend; there soon will be less. 
If the Government pays them enough, 
they will grow cereals; but they know 
that their crops will be a failure. They 
will pay their annuities if they can; but 
one man proved to me that he already had 
paid five times as much as his annuities 
indirectly, 3 

The women hope that another bounty— 
not like the cattle bounty—will enable 
them to get rid of their poultry for 
Christmas, and Heaven help the Govern- 
ment if it fails them. The men think 
that they can save something from the 
wreck by paying the unfortunate Western 
farmer £5 or £6 for his stores, instead of 
£11 or £12 as formerly; and it is the 
West that will bear the ultimate brunt of 
the national. misfortunes; for it has 
nobody to whom it can pass on its losses. 
But County Meath, once so rich, is facing

“A SHILLING A HEAD.” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Stx,—Musicians speak of keying up 
their instruments to concert pitcs. There 
seems to be something akin to this in the 
art of the orator in the dilation of con- 
sciousness which comes over him before his 
audience... Father Gannon spoke of Mr. 
Yeats and Mr, ‘haw as aspiring to the 
réle of moral philosophers or universal 
intellectual guides for the Irish people, 
and, he declared, “to both of them in this 
capacity the majority of that people have 
deep-seated and well-founded objections.’’ 
What can Fathe: Gannon mean by that 
statement? Does he mean by. “ the 
majority of our people ’’ that, let us say, 


two million of them have studied Yeats 


and Shaw, have considered them as 
Ehilosophers, and have, in consequence, 
deep-seated and well-founded objections ‘0 
both? I would be astonished to learn that 
any book by either Yeats or Shaw had 
such wide circulations 23 to be repudiated 
by a majority of the Irish people, and 
I do not believe it when I am told about 
it. | 

What Father Gannon probably meant 
to say, but that the keying up of ideas 
to platform pitch -»revented normal 
exactitude of expression, was that more 
than half of the Irish people, without 
reading at all, would take 
Gannon’s word for it that Yeats and Shaw 
are poor philosophers and wicked as well. 
If Father Gannon said that, he would be 
talking truthfully enough and even 
moderately; for those deep-seated and 
well-grounded objections to Yeats and 
Shaw are merely Father Gannon’s own 
objections taken on trust in him. The 
majority of Irish people are quite con- 
tent to regard both of these men of genius 
as fools or as demons in human guise if 
Father Gannon or any other dignitary of 
their faith tells them that it is so. They 
would be content because they hate reading 
anvthing. 

The Irish people, except a very small 
minority, do not read books at all. [If 
any doubt my. statement, and would take 
up pen or lift up voice in indignant 
denial, let them study the statistics of 
the imports of books into this country 
since such statistics were first published ; 
and, dividing the value of the books im- 
ported by the number of the pdopu- 
lation, and. averaging. the — figures 
over twenty-five years, I think it would be 
found a very high estimate of our expendi- 
ture on literature to assume that we spend 
one shilling per head every year on books. 
Conscientious statisticians must not try to 
make a case for a higher average expendi- 
ture by bringing in imported account 
books and the like, as our official 
statisticians do; for these have probably 
never studied Walter Pater and do not 
know that to miss the sense of distinctions 
is to miss success in life. I think it is 
because Ireland is a country where a

Is 
he not rather the profound surgeon of the 
soul, probing its abscesses ? 

The union of these two names in this 
manner by Father Gannon suggests that 
his perceptions are too blurred, that he 
is not sensitive enough to be a critic of 
literature. The title of his lecture was 
“The Irish Academy of Letters, Unwel- 
comed and Unauthorised.’’ Now, who has 
any authority in this matter if it be not 
Irish men of letters. themselves? Are 
not they alone entitled to select their 
associates, just as men of science, 
men of healing, men of Jaw form their 
own assqciations and fix the standard of 
competence which entitles men or women 
to membership? Could an association of 
chemists be so lectured to by one who was 
not a chemist? Yet half-a-dozen people 
unheard of in the world of letters speak 
about the Irish Academy as if their speech 
could by its authority make the registra- 
tion of that body to be null and void! One 
reason for the creation of an academy is 
that the profession of letters is despised 
in Ireland, In no other profession but 
ours would it be possible for a committee 
of five. persons, not literary men at all, 
sitting in seeret, to prohibit publication or 


sale of our works, and with no right of | 


appeal against their sentence. The Irish 
publisher who might have risked hundreds 
of pounds in printing and binding is also 
at the mercy of this Board of Censors. 
He, too, has no right of appeal, though he 
may be ruined by their verdict on the 
work he publishes. Is there any other 
profession in Ireland where this would be 
possible? Would the merchants stand it? 
Would the doctors, the farmers, the 
engineers or the lawyers? They are not 
so despicable in the eyes of the State that 
it would dare to set up a committee of five 
persons, not even of their profession, to 
sit in secret and declare that their goods 
must not be sold, or they must not 
practice their profession. 

This in itself is reason enough for 
an association of men of letters, though 
this is not its main object. We hope 
to discover original genius and en- 
courage it by recognition, by the 
award, probably, of prizes; and how 
necessary this is in.a country where litera- 
ture is judged almost solely by party, 
political or sectarian standards. I implore 
Father Gannon to reflect deeply on this— 
that the Holy Spirit has endowed those he 
considers unorthodox with gifts of beauty, 
imagination and literary skill. Where 
could Father Gannon find Lrish names as 
distinguished as those of the members 
and associates who have already joined 
the Academy? Do they join, as 
Father Gannon suggests, ‘from “the 
ignoble desire for mutual admiration? 
Could he, to create a better Academy, find 
names as distinguished in the world ot 
letters as the names of George Bernard 
Shaw, W. B. Yeats, James Stephens, 
Frank O'Connor, Padraic Colum, T. -.

Str,—May I say a few words on the Irish 
Academy of Letters? There are many points 
raised by its attackers—by Father Gannon, 
S.J., in particular—which I will not attempt 
to answer. here. There are one or two, how- 
ever, which, through repetition, have become 
what I might call catch-cries, and, as is usual 
with such, have very little basis of truth at 
all. 

In the course of his lecture on Sunday 
Father Gannon said: ‘‘One can safely say 
that the general impression produced by the 
works of the majority of the Academicians is 
far from being a faithful mirror of Insh 
life. Let them call it an Anglo-[rish 
Academy and no one would protest.” This 
insistence on the necessity of a writer con- 
fining himself to the portrayal of the hfe of 
his own country in order to he considered 
national is, to say the least, a curious one.

After three quarters of an hour of 
the most desperate ‘hand-to-hand fighting he 
had ever encount-red they captured the whole 
position. “tl ran forward and said to a 
corporal; ‘ ‘Tell me, what happened to Flower- 
dew?! he said: ‘ Oh, sir, we should not have 
won without him.” I said to him: ‘ Tell me 
what happened.’ He said: ‘ Lieutenant 
Flowerdew galloped, a hundred yards in front 
of us, and waving his sword told us to come 
on. We went on. The Geri.ans * .re advanc- 
ing &n single file. The moment they saw us 
they turned and fired. We killed a great 
many of them, but when we got through the 
far side Lieutenant Flowerdew said: ‘Come 
back again, my lads.” We came back : that 
we might get to the eastern side of the wood. 
Lieutenant Vlowerdew gave another great 
shout, and. we galloped after him. A German 
stcod vp and shot him through both sides. 
Another German shot him through the chest, 
He

VERY unusual discussion took place at 

Monaghan County Council to-day, 

when the Standing Orders were sus- 
pended by 19 votes to 5, in order to discuss. 
an alleged attack upon the Roman Catholic 
Church, made by Lieutenant-Colonel J, C. W. 
Madden, Clones, a member of the County 
Council, at the recent meeting of the Clogher 
Diocesan Synod at Enniskillen. 

The initiative was taken by Mr. Edward 
Kelly, Vice-Chairman. The Protestant mem- 
bers of the Council opposed any discussion in 
the absence of Colonel Madden, and voted 
against the suspension of the Standing Orders. 

When “leave had been: given, r, Kelly 
spoke for a considerable time, stating that, in 
his speech et the Protestant Synod, Colonel 
Madden had referred to the intolerance of the 
Catholic Church, and quoted two incidents 
to bolster up a case of rabid intolerance. 
Colonel Madden said :—‘‘ Just about the time 
I came of age certain fathers in my parish 
complained to me that their children were 
being jeered at in Killyfargy National School 
by some of the Roman Catholic children, and 
told that they. had to go to hell when they 
died, as they were Protestants.’ 

The second incident was one that Colonel 
Madden said happened quite lately. . Here 
were the Colonel's words —“ A lady in a 
Southern county met some children she 
knew returning from school, and said to 
them: “ Well, children, what have you been 
learning to-day?’ and they replied: ‘ We have 
been learning to hate.’ The lady said: 
‘Good gracious, and what have you been 
learning to hate?’ The answer was—‘ The 
devil, the English and the Protestant re- 
ligion.’ ”’ 

Proceeding, Mr. Kelly said that it struck 
him as strange indeed, if as a result of his

Mr. Kelly produced a copy of the Bible, 
and quoted Encyclical letters of the Popes 
recommending that it should be read, and 
dealing with the obligation on the priests to 
read and expound the Sacred Scriptures, and 
on teachers’ in schools to see that pupils got 
a thorough knowledge of the Bible. 

Colonel Madden, he continued, stated that 
“the epithet Catholic, which is claimed by 
the Roman Catholic Church as belonging to 
their Church alone, no more wholly ban 
to them than it does to our Church.” 
How can Colonel Madden  substan- 
tiate that statement, asked Mr. Kelly, 
adding, “ The word Catholic means universal. 
There is; but one universal Church; therefore, 
only one Catholic Church, because as we all 
know, the marks of the universal Charch 
are; one im doctrine, one in prattice, and 
one supreme head on earth. As I have no 
desire to reflect on the Church to which 
Colonel Madden belongs, I will not question 
whether the Reformed Churches have any, or 
all, of those marks, 

“Colonel Madden, concluding, said: ‘We 
should all in this country of ours be able to 
worship.4God in our own way, withonat 
attacking the religion and belief of others,’ ”’ 
li the Colonel had practised what he preached 
they would not have had that debate. The 
Catholic Charch did not teach her children 
to hate, but taught universal love of our 
fellow-man, regardless of race, colour or 
religion. 

Mr. J. F. Smyth moved a resolution con- 
demuing Colonel Maciden’s statements, and 
said that he should be asked to withdraw 
them. 

Mr. P. Magee seconded it. 

, a. Kelly said that he did not desire that. 
He simply wanted to contradict Colonel 
renee statement and leave the matter 
there.

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IMPORT DUTY WILL HAVE LITTLE 
EFFECT ON IRISH CHALLENGE.

HIS season’s _ of nominators for the 
p : 
ary 8, 9 
includes the names of eight Irishmen, among 
them being Mr. James pbell, of Omagh, 
Co. Tyrone, who comes on for the first time. 

Few coursing men achieved such a large 
measure of success on their initial plunge 
into the sport as did Mr. Campbell. Startin 
a few years ago on the B houn 
racing tracks with one greyhound, Stockwell 
Street, he won with that puppy one of the 
big stakes, and on the suggestion of his 
friend, Mr. James Fullerton, agreed to let the 
white and black take his chance at the 
Waterloo. Cup meeting. 

Stockwell Street, running for Mr. Fullerton, 
created something akin to a first-class sensa- 
tion at The Withins and Lydiate, and but for 
gruelling courses—the worst was in the semi- 
final—he must have got to the end of the 
stake. An unlucky dog, he was also badly 
gruelled at Clounanna in the Irish Cup, and 
had to be withdrawn from the last round, 
while last season at Altcar he was no less 
unfortunate. A beautiful runner and with 
excellent pace, Stockwell Street at Altcar was 
assuredly one of the most unlucky dogs that 
in recent years ran for an Irish nominator. 

Mr. Campbell has evidently another good 
one for this season. At the Scottish National 
meeting at Kinmouth in October he nominated 
a blue bitch, Matchless Blue (Triton—Match- 
less Star) for the Cup, and won it. She will, 
doubtless, fill his nomination for the Blue 
Riband. Incidentally, the Donegal courser, 
Mr. Fullerton, is now the oldest of the 
Waterloo Cup nominators. 

THE NEW RULE. 

A Press Association Correspondent, writing 
of the Cup yesterday evening, stated: 

‘The, rule which states that ‘should ‘a 
nominator be unable to fill his nomination 
from his own kennel he must return his nomi- 
nation to the hon. secretary,’ is expected to 
inflict hardship on Irish coursers in this 
season's Waterloo Cup. There are eight Irish 
subseribers, and, discussing the matter this 
afternoon Mr. Thomas Harte deplored the 
hardship which this order will cause. 
Although agar | of these nominators have 
always been able to run dogs from their own 
kennels, both Mr. Fullerton and Mr. 
O’Sullivan at times have been compelled to 
nominate dogs from other kennels. 

“ Apart altogether from the operation of 
this rule, there is the matter of the 40 per 
cent. import duties on Irish greyhounds sent 
to this country. It is understood that the 
expenses of sending an Irish dog to compete 
at Altcar, including the subseriber’s fee, the 
import duty and other incidentals amount to 
at least £130, and in the circumstances it is 
possible that there will be no Irish challenge 
for this year’s Waterloo Cup.” 

RATHER FAR-FETCHED. 

That is scarcely an accurate summing up 
of the position so far as the Irish nominators 
are concerned. It is true that in the past 
Irish nominators have had to depend, from 
one cause or another, on greyhounds from 
kennels other than their own (Mr. Fullerton, 
Mr. Gorey, Mr, O’Sullivan and Mr. Shaw 
among them); but to suggest that “in the 
circumstances it 1s possible that there will be 
no Irish challenge for this year’s Waterloo 


| Cup ” is rather far-fetched. 


1 do not know if Mr, Fullerton has one of 
his own to run for him; but if he has not, and 
makes up his mind to nominate one, it will 
not be a question of money with one who 
has held the nomination longer than any of 
the other sixty-three. Nor would £130 be at 
all likely to stop Mr. Campbell; as a matter 
of fact, he will not have to pay any import 
duty, for, like Mr. Hugh McAlinden and Mr 
Joseph Shaw, he has his kennel in Northern 
Ireland. 

Mr. Denis Gorey has several of his dogs 
in an English kennel, and in his case the 
import duty will not operate either. I would 
be greatly surprised, as would most. Irish 
coursing men, if the new duty were to cause 
a break in the lengthy sequence of chalienges 
from Mr. Thomas Harte, and I would like to 
lay a shade of odds also against Mr. Thomas 
Morris, the secretary of the Irish Coursing 
Club, returning his nomination on the score 
of the slight additional expense that its reten- 
tion would entail. 

There may be one, possibly two Irish 
nominations returned in compliance with the 
new rule; 1 am almost certain there will not 
be more.

Mr. Edwin Baxter, Mr. J. H. Bean, Mr.

ITS OWN”? 


LETTING VALUE OF 
THE SHOPS. 


in Grafton street, the effect and the 

letting value of business premises there, 
was given during the hearing, before Judge 
Davitt in the Dublin Circuit Court yester- 
day, of an application by Messrs. Robert 
and Henry Newell (trading as Newell and 
Company) for a new tenancy of 63 Grafton 
street, Dublin. 

It was suggested in evidence by Mr. Henry 
Newell that a bank on the corner opposite 
his premises—also a corner establishment— 
lessened the value of the premises. 

“Any office, bank or business premises,” 
he declared, “ depreciates business premises."’ 
Where there were banks in any number in a 
street, shops in that street were “ killed ” 
altogether. 

On the other hand, he considered that a 
competitor in the same trade next door was 
a distinct advantage, and he would be de- 
lighted if he had beside him a firm like 
Selfridge’s, who brought neighbouring 
businesses more trade in London. 

Mr. Hubert Corrigan (of Messrs. Corrigan 
and Co., Grafton street}, who was called to 
give evidence, said that he did not agree 
that the presence of banks adversely affected 
business in a street; nor did he agree that 
business was improved by the proximity of 
a line of shops in the same business. 

He had heard, he added, a Grafton street 
trader welcome the advent of a bank. 

Messrs. .Newell’s premises were held from 
Mr. Christopher Gore-Grimes, of 6 Cavendish 
row, Dublin, on a lease at the yearly rent 
of £450, and the lease expired on the 29th 
September last. 

This was the first case under the Landlord 
and Tenant Act of 1931 heard by Judge 
Davitt. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., and Mr. R. 
McGonagle (instructed by Messrs. Eugene 
Collins and Son) appeared for Messrs. 
Newell, and Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and 
Mr. W. Black (instructed by Messrs. Gore 
and Grimes} for the landlord. Mr. T. F. 
Burke, Assistant Law Agent, represented 
the Corporation. 


‘*HOLDING ITS OWN.”’ 


In evidence Mr. L. H. Brindley, of Messrs. 
J. H. North and Company, said that an 
objection to the premises at 63 Grafton 
street was that next to the hall-door opening 
into Chatham street there was a licensed 
house, and, further, the basement was old- 
fashioned. He estimated the letting value of 
No. 63 at £600 a year. He would not commit 
himself to any estimate as to the extent 
to which rents had advanced since the Great 
War, but he would agree that possibly they 
were now 33 per cent. higher than before. 
He did not think that Grafton street was 
depreciating: it was holding its own, but in 
the matter of valuations and rents it pre- 
sented a number of contradictions. 

No. 11 Grafton street, he continued, could 
not be compared in size with Newell’s, but 
the rent of £750 a year was “a very whole- 
some one.” If Newell's was not a corner 
house, he would put the rent at less than £500 
a year. The rent of the American Express 
Company’s premises near College Green was 
£650

Questioned regarding Lambert Brien’s 
premises, the witness said that the owner was 
very lucky if he got £17,500 for them, as that 
would be equal to a rent of £1,100 a year. If 
he were asked for an opinion as to the letting 
value of those premises he would put it at 
£900. But there was an immense floor in 
Lambert Brien’s which was brand new. He 
had taken a gentleman to view premises ex- 
tending off Grafton street, and, when the 
gentleman smelt fish, he said that he would 
not take any place in which the smell of fish 
could be detected. A rent of £1,500 a year 
would be very high for 60 and 61 Grafton 
street. 

Mr. James 8. McMahon, auctioneer and 
valuer, said that the position of Messrs. 
Newell’s premises was good—a well-lighted 
corner shop, with a separate hall door in 
Chatham street and good cellarage—and he 
was of opinion it should let at £550 per 
annum, but that a good deal of money should 
be spent on repairs. 

Mr. Vincent Rice suggested that there was 
an extraordinary discrepancy between this 
witness's estimate of the value of 63 and the 
actual letting value of 89, which were magni- 
ficent premises next to Switzers, and which 
were let three years ago at £600 per annum 
and taxes. 

Mr. McMahon replied that 89 was the 
Kodak premises, but that was not a corner 
house, and there were restrictions in the lease 
that no business with which Switzers had any 
concern should be conducted there. His firm 
was consulted about the letting of 89, and 
advised £600 on a new lease. There was no 
fine. 


NEIGHBOURING BANK. 


SUGGESTION THAT IT AFFECTS 
TRADE. 

Mr. Henry Newell said that he and his 
brother were the lessees of No. 63, on behalf 
of their company, and had been carrying on 
business there since 1916. The premises 
previously was not suitable for drapery busi- 
ness, and they transformed it by spending 
£800 or £900 on improvements ; but there was 
room for only one counter on the ground 
floor, and the value of the place was lessened 
by a bank on the opposite corner and a 
licensed house next door. 

The value of shops in Dame street, he con- 
tinued, was lessened by the presence of so 
many insurance offices. A bank had the 
same effect. 

“ You mean,” said Mr. Lavery, “ that 
when a prospective customer sees a bank he 
gets into his stride and passes a shop? ”’ 

“ Any office, bank or insurance premises,” 
said Mr. Newell, ‘‘ depreciates a business 
premises. A competitor in the same trade 
next door is a distinct advantage, and I would 
be delighted if I had Selfridge’s beside me. 
That fact is illustrated by what has happened 
in London. Some firms were hanging on by 
their teeth until Selfridge’s came to their 
street, and now they are buying extra 
premises owing to the activities of Sel- 
fridge’s bringing them more trade.” 

Mr. Newell went on to say that in 1919 Mr. 
Grimes offered to sell his interest in No. 63 
te his firm for £3,500. 

To Mr. Black, he said that his firm had 
ES £800 or £850 a year when they oceupied 
No. 59 Grafton street. They had bought 
Nos. 60 and 61 some time in 1919 for £6,000, 
and he believed that No. 35 was sold for 
£3,000. He thought that the rent of No. 76 
had been £525 before it was reduced to £500, 
but the shop area of 76 was twice that of 63. 

Questioned concerning the rent paid by the 
Dolcis firm in Grafton street, Mr. Newel said 
that was no standard by which one could 
go. Multiple shops were run at the minimum 
expense; they only a limited line of 
goods to look after, and they relied on 
factory profits. 

Mr. Black suggested that banks were going 
to Grafton street, because that was the best 
business street. 

Mr. Newell agreed that banks might wish 
to get nearer to a trading centre, but that did 
not alter his conviction that the presence 
oí banks in any number in a street “ killed '' 
the shops there, and even one of them close

TARIFFS THAT STOPPED 


SHOP NEGOTIATIONS. 


Mr. Hubert Corrigan (of Messrs. Corrigan 
and Company, Grafton street) estimated the 
letting value of No. 63 at £ a year, the 
tenant paying the rates, on the P.L.V. of 
£285. In his view the premises had unique 
advantages for the conduct of business. The 
witness gave the following particulars of the 
rents at which premises had been let in 
Grafton street during the past five years, a 
couple of instances possibly going a little 
further back :— 

No. 11 (shop only)—#£750 and rates. 

No. 24 (shop only)—£750 and rates. 

No. 35 (shop per re At and rates, 
lessee to spend £1,000 on improve- 
ments. 

No. 37 (whole premises)—£500 and rates. 

No. 38 (shop)—£650 and rates, 

No. 56—£550 and rates. 

No. 58 (whole premises)—£800 and rates. 

No. 59 (whole premises)—£600 and rates. 

Nos. 60 and 61 (whole premises)—£1,500 
and rates. 

No. 116 (shop and basement)—£750 and 
rates. 

No. 40 (whole premises)—£800 and rates. 

The witness went on to say that No. 64 
Grafton street, before its sale for £17,500, was 
the subject of negotiations with Messrs, Wool- 
worth for a rental of £1,200 and rates. 
Messrs. Montagu Burton paid £31,000 for 
their premises, on which they also would have 
to pay £720 a year for 20 years in respect of 
a sub-lease in existence at the time of the 
purchase. A sum of £7,500 was paid for No. 
‘7 and for Nos. 81 and 82, which were the 
subject of a joint sale, and were liable for a 
term of years to rents of £625 and £570, the 
selling price was £10,250. The Saxone Shoe 
Company’s premises at No. 83, which were 
subject for 29 years to £500 a year, were 
sold for £7,500, and the witness believed 
that £18,000 was paid for Nos. 97-99, on 
which there was a liability for 27 years of a 
rent of £243. 

Mr. Lavery asked the witness whether in 
estimating the value of premises, he took 
into account the rates that would have to be 
paid; or whether, in particular, he had taken 
into account the Lord Mayor’s recent threat 
to the citizens that the next rate would be 
20s. in the £. 

Mr. Corrigan said that in his experience 
the lessee was always liable for the rates, and 
until they were actually struck there was no 
means of knowing what the rates would be. 

Mr. Lavery—You have not considered that 
these premises would be liable on a 20s, rate 
to a charge of £285 a year!—No. 

Mr. Corrigan went on to say that Messrs. 
Newell had a very attractive shop, but, as it 
was on a corner, they could not adapt it to 
an arcade. Some traders, however, did not 
like arcades, as they were an inducement to 
people to loiter about a shop. He agreed 
that the present tendency in the city was to 
replace old-style heavy shop fronts with light 
metal ones. There had been failures in Graf. 


occurred among people who paid too high 
rents. Failures might have been due to 
business incapacity or othe® causes. He was 
aware that Messrs. Hipp’s premises were 
vacant for over a year and that they were 
still paying the rent of £550 under their 
lease; but he did not know that they would 
be willing to let the place at £450 a year. 

Before the imposition of the tariffs, he said, 
there were two offers for Messrs. Hipp’s 
vacant premises, but after the tariffs the 
negotiations were broken off. 

n his view the Yeates’s corner end of 
Grafton street was the best part of Grafton 
street, but from Hamilton Long’s to Cook’s 
it was not so good, as people hurried by, 
mifmly because the street was not a fully con- 
stituted street, but was affected by the blank 
wall of Trinity College sprees’. 

He did not agree that the presence of banks 
affected prejudicially business im a street, 
and, in fact, he had heard a Grafton street 
trader welcome the advent of a bank; nor 
did he agree that business in & shop in a 
special line of business was improved by the 

roximity of a line of shops im the same 
baile 

Judge Davitt accepted the contention that 
the portion of Grafton street where No. 63 
was located was, on the whole, less favour- 
able for carrying on business than the other 
end, and that accordingly rents would differ 
considerably. He had to consider, however, 
that No. was a corner shop, and would 
fix the new rent at £675, the new tenancy to 
begin on the date of the passing of the Act 
wad to continue until one day less than the 
termination of Mr. Gore-Grimes’s lease. Each 
party would bear his own costs.
